And that Our Pleaſure jn the Premiſſes may be known, Our Will is, and We Charge you ſtrictly, ' 
and Command, that in continent, theſe Our Letters {ten, ye paſs to the Mercat Croſs of Edinburgh, and all 
the other Mercat Croſſes of the Head t urghs of the $hires of this Kingdom, and thereby open Proclamation, 
in Our Royal Name and Authority, make Publication of Our Pleaſute in the Premiſes, thar all Our Subjefts 
may have Notice thereof, and give Obedience accordingly.
